PUCK STINGERS SIZZLE; HOST RYERSON AND WINDSOR 


One of the most improved university hockey teams in the 
country will have its talent on display this weekend when the red- 
hot Concordia Stingers play a pair of home games at the West End 
Loyola Campus rink. 

Concordia has taken an immediate liking to the new 1 7 team 
Ontario Universities Athletic Association (QUAA) hockey circuit, 
winning its first three conference games of the season. After 
defeating Royal Military College (RMC) 12-5 in their regular season 
opener, the Stingers nipped arch-rival McGil! 4-3 last Friday and - 
scored a 7-3 triumph over Queen's at Loyola Saturday. 

This weekend (November 8-9) the Stingers host the Ryerson 
Polytechnical Institute Rams Saturday afternoon (3:30) and the 
Windsor University Lancers in a 2 p.m. start Sunday. 

The Stingers have a 5-2-2 record overall, matching their 
win tolal of a year ago when they finished up 5-ZZ-Z They 
defeated Plattsburgh State 8-6 tn non-conference compet ae last 
Tuesday. Their 1986-87 conference mark in the now defunct 
Quebec University Hockey League was 2-15-1. 
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Winning is nothing mew to Stingers head coach Paul 
Arsenault, whose 24 year record behind the bench is now 552- 
263-60. When Concordia was formed out of the merger between 
Loyola College and Sir George Williams University in 1975 he 
proceeded to lead the team to nine consecutive provincial titles. 
That string ended three years ago and a rebuilding program has 
been in effect ever since. 

This year's club features a fine mixture of newcomers and 
veterans with rookies Richard Laplante and Frank Sinfield, a pair — 


of exciting junior. graduates, leading the scoring parade. Laplante _ 


was with the Quebec Major Junior Hockey League. Longueuil 
Chevaliers last season while Sinfield toiled for the Ontario league 
Cornwall Royals, under coach Orval Tessier. Second-year goalie 
Dave Sharpe was oustanding in the Concordia nets in both of fast .
